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Why boycott Nestlé?

“In developing countries babies who are not 
breast-fed die. Contaminated water, poor 
hygiene, lack of refrigeration and poverty, 
causing formulas to be ‘stretched’ to 
nutritional impotency, make safe preparation 
virtually impossible. 

“H's hard enough for these babies to survive 

- under the best circumstances; exploitative 
marketing and merchandising is tantamount 
to mass infanticide.”

Every year millions of infants die in Third World 
countries from causes related to bottle-feeding. 


For more than a decade, international agencies . 


have been saying infant formulas are dangerous in 
areas where poverty, unsanitary water and illiteracy 
make unlikely the correct preparation and use of 
them. 

A FEW PEOPLE listened to the message, but the 
number of companies producing and marketing 
formulas in developing countries still grew from a 
handful to 19. , 


Slowly, however, opposition to the formula 


- companies began to organize. Articles condemning © 


-bottle-feeding began to appear in publications other 
than little-known professional journals. ; 


~f. tn 1974 the World Health Organization (WHO) 


passed resolutions. strongly recommending the 
encouragement of breast-feeding as “the ideal 
feeding in order to promote harmonious physical 
and mental development of children.” - 


THE WHO asked countries to “review sales and 
promotion activities on baby foods and to introduce 
appropriate remedial measures, including 
advertisement codes and legislation wher 
necessary.” : 


Also in 1974, an organization called the 
World Action Group took a report originally ¢ 
“The Baby Killer’ and published it in Swit 
with the title, “Nestlé Kills Babies.” y 


Nestlé, a Swiss corporation that is the 1 
largest seller of infant formula, responded 
the Third World Action-Group for defamation. 


THE RESULTING court fight in Berne, Switzer 
drew a considerable amount of attentio 
formula issue. Daily newspapers and tele} 
programs in countries around the world beg 
devote space and time to the situation. ee 

In the United States, the Interfaith Center 
Corporate Responsibility (ICCR), a movement o 
National Council of Churches, began to investig: 
infant formula abuse inthe Third World. 


In December 1974, a number of ICCR member - 


groups filed shareholder resolutions with U.S. 
formula companies, requesting information on sales 
and promotional practices. 

ICCR MEMBER groups met in January 1975 with 
officials of the Bristol-Myers Company, who 
disclaimed any responsibility for the misuse of their 
company’s products. 

in April 1975, both the Ford Foundation and the 
Rockefeller Foundation joined the church groups in 
calling for a report on the sales and promotional 
practices of Bristol-Myers.

THE SUIT called for “a resolicitation of proxy vote, 
free from the taint of fraud.” 

In June 1976, Nestlé dropped three ofits four libel 
charges against the Third World Action Group. 

A judge then ruled on the remaining charge,

Mother Teresa of Calcutta, 
recipient of the Nobel Peace Prize, 
spoke out against abortion, calling it 
the greatest destroyer of mankind. 


Babies,” saying that since it could not be shown that 
Nestlé directly kills infants, the title had to be 
considered libelous. 


BUT THE JUDGE also said, “This verdict is no 
acquittal.” He served the Third World Action Group 
with minimal fines and called on Nestlé to 
“fundamentally rethink” its advertising policies. 

Following the decision, anti-formula activists from 
eight countries met in Switzerland to discuss 
strategies. They issued joint statements proclaiming 
their commitment to continue fighting unethical 
sales and promotion policies. 


And in the United States, 29 members of Congress 


- began legislative action for a resolution calling for an 


investigation of the U.S. formula companies. 


MEANWHILE, the Sisters of the Precious Blood 
had gathered massive documentation for their 
charge that Bristol-Myers lied in its, proxy to 
shareholders. 


The sisters submitted their documentation to the 
U.S. Federal Court in-October 1976. 


In January 1977, church-related stockholders 
began submitting new proxy resolutions to American 
companies calling for specific changes of practices 
regarding the marketing of infant formulas. 

THE CHANGES sought included an end to 
widespread free samples, the termination of nurses. 
who were distributing baby feeding products, and 
clear warnings on cans.

Early in 1977, two companies, Borden and Abbott, 
agreed to make numerous policy changes. 
BORDEN SAID it would withdraw all promotion of 
KLIM milk. Abbott announced the elimination of the 
urse uniforms worn by company saleswomen and 
end to use of the term “Mothercraft Nurses.” 
May 1977, U.S. District Court Judge Milton 
flack ruled in favor of Bristol-Myers’ request for a 
issal of the suit brought against the company by 
gisters of the Precious Blood. ’ ;

Prevent artificial formulas from getting into the 


hands of people who do not have the means or - 


facilities to use them safely. 

Other INFACT chapters joined the boycott, and it

USD STUDENTS IN ‘WHO’S WHO’ — Forty-nine 
University of San Diego students have been named for 
the 1979-80 “Who's Who Among Students in American 
Universities and Colleges.” Students are included for 

“outstanding contributions in academic achievements, 
service to the community, leadership in extracurricular 
activities and future potential.” 


NEW BISHOPS’ WORKSHOP — About 50 new US. 
bishops are expected to attend the first consultation for 
episcopal leadership at Notre Dame University, June 16- 
26. The program will focus on the “demanding task of the 
bishop as leader in a church which is changing from a 
strictly hierarchial model:to a model of mutuality.” 


ROCK CULTURE OPPOSED — The Cardinal Mindszenty 
Foundation in St. Louis, Mo., urged church leaders to 
speak out against the “evil influences of rock culture” 
and asked parents to guide children in selecting their 
entertainment. The appeal followed the tragic death of 
11 youths at a rock concert in Cincinnati. 

TAX CREDIT OFFICE—A new agency, the Tax Credit 


Office, has been established in the Department of 
Education of the U.S. Catholic Conference in 


Washington. The office is designed “to promote the . 


concept of educational tax credits for the parents of 
children and youth who attend private elementary and 
secondary schools.” 


CHURCH AND. HISPANICS— The nation’s largest 
Hispanic organization, the National Council of La Raza, 
said, “It’s incumbent for the church to play a leading role 
in dealing with the problems of Hispanics,” particularly 
in urban areas. The church has been involved in helping 
secure rights for farmworkers, but it must “go beyond 
that” now that more than 35 percent of Hispanic people 
live in urban areas where poverty is widespread, 
according to a council spokesman in Dallas. 


PEACE PRAYERS URGED — Religious leaders called for 


special prayers for peace and the safety of U.S. hostages 
being held in Iran. Archbishop John R. Quinn of San 


Francisco, .president of the National Conference of — 


Catholic Bishops, and leaders of the National Council of 
Churches of Christ and Synagogue Council of America 
appealed for prayers “that a just solution will be found” in 
the crisis with Iran. 


FIGHT ILLITERACY—Nicaragua has launched a 
massive literacy campaign for about 700,000 people so 


they can learn about their rights as citizens and workers. 
Leaders call the-campaign the “second revolution,” the > 


first being the armed struggle that deposed the 
government of Gen. Anastasio Somoza in July. 


BISHOPS PRAISE ‘DIALOGUE’ — The Catholic bishops 
of Cuba praised the “dialogue” emerging from increased 
visits to Cuba by Cubans in exile and backed the prisoner 
release program of Premier Fidel Castro’s government. 
They warned, however, against consumerism fostered by 
the visitors bearing material goods, and against forcing 
released prisoners to leave Cuba as a condition for 
release. 


SUPPORTS HAITIAN REFUGEES — The failure of the 
U.S. attorney general’s office to use its discretionary 
powers to admit Haitian refugees can only “spawn the 
well-founded suspicion that the treatment received by 
the Haitians is a result of institutional racism,” 
Archbishop Edward A. McCarthy of Miami testified. Ina 
hearing before the U.S. Select Commission on 
Immigration and Refugee Policy, Archbishop McCarthy 
urged the attorney general to grant Haitian refugees 
political asylum.

More than 20,000 people were 
present in St. Peter’s Square to hear the pope’s report on 
his visit to Turkey. The pope said his conversations with 
Orthodox Church leaders showed “the strength of the 
original unity” between the two.churches and intensified 
his desire “for that perfect unity which-must be reached 
at a time known only to God.” 


CONCORDAT COMPLETED—The Vatican reported 
that church and government officials in Spain officially 
exchanged ratification documents to complete updating 
the concordat guiding Spanish church-state relations 
since 1953. The concordat, approved by the pope and 
Spanish parliament, brings Vatican-Spain relations in 
line with the country’s new constitution ending the 
centuries-old status of Catholicism as the state’s official 
religion.

Although “Mary and Joseph: A Story of 
Faith,” which aired last Sunday night on 
NBC-TV, did not contradict church 
teaching on the Virgin birth as many 
feared, it was a farcical, fictionalized story 
loosely based on the biblical characters. 


Because many details about biblical 
characters are not known, their stories can 
be open to speculation. But portrayal of a 
Mother of God, who was headstrong, 
rebellious and at times foolish, and a 
Joseph who was young, who scorned his 
would-be bride, broke their betrothal and 
joined the Zealots is hardly believable 
speculation. 


Also, Mary’s actions in the show 
contradicted—if not from a_ biblical 
standpoint—the Jewish cultural stand- 
ards of behavior for the period. 


“Mary and Joseph” was not necessarily 
an insult to Christian teaching, but it 
certainly was an insult to the Christian 
intellect. NBC had the gall to compare this 
film with “Jesus of Nazareth” in its promos.

An increasing number of incidents point 
to the likelihood that a decision has been 
made, at a high level of Catholic 
leadership, that the time has come for the 
tightening of discipline. 

My point here is not to discuss the 
details of the particular situations, but to 
point to some of the circumstances which 
make such an effort very difficult, which 
indicate that it could turn into a disaster 
unless it is handled with great tact and 
sensitivity.

| think it is fair to say that churcn 
authorities would be open to a wide 
academic freedom for theological 
research if it were not for the fact that such 
research washes over the walls of the 
academy and confuses pastoral teaching. 


FATHER CURRAN, for example, as a 
moral theologian would surely admit that 
many of the theological positions he 


proposes are not presently those which. 


church authorities teach. He thinks they 
should be considered. Probably he thinks 


~ they should be accepted. But normally, as 


ascholar, he presents them as theological 
opinions, not as the official teachings of 
the church. — 


However, when they are highly 
publicized and popularized they are often 
seen as part of Catholic teaching. After all, 
he is a prominent moral theologian at 
Catholic University; he is teaching priests 
and future priests. tie 


So, it's easy to see that there is a 
problem. My concern, from the 
perspective of American Catholicism, is 


! CANNOT fail to note how humble 
Christ was as He walked this earth. He had 
the power ofthe son of God, but did not use 
it. He had the wisdom of God but did not 
blast enemies. He had the resources of 
God but never worked a miracle in his own 
defense. When He did work them, He often 
asked the one who was cured to be quiet 
about it. 


If he could, what man out of his love for 
dogs would be willing to shed his body and 
put his mind into the body of a dog and for 
a. few years subject himself to all 
limitations of a canine life? Suppose he 
resolved not to speak but only to bark; not 
to use his reason but only instinct. 


But what is that compared to God 


becoming man and subjecting himself to’ 


the limitations of a human nature until he 
willed at last to show his power? - 


CHRIST NEVER flaunted. himself; The 
night of the last supper he girded himself 
with a towel which was:the mark of a 
servant, and then washed the feet of his 
disciples. ; 
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that many of the techniques used -to 
maintain church discipline in the past are 
inappropriate today —that a recourse to 
them, which overlooks the immense 
change in the attitude of American 
Catholics during the past 20 years, would 
be a frightful mistake. 


IN MANY INSTANCES, these tech- 


niques simply won't work; for many people 


they will generate an opposition which will 
be harmfulto the life of faith, the life of the 
Christian community. 


Several factors must be considered.

There are two forms of guilt: one comes 
from sin, the other from oppression. Oneis 
reasonable and the other is unreasonable. 
One is a reaction of our divine origins to 
the lie we tell ourself. The other is a 
reaction of our divine origins against the 
lie others tell us. . 


THE FIRST form of guilt leads to 
repentance, conversion, liberation, and 
joy. The other form of guilt leads to fear, 
condemnation, anger, despair, and 
rebellion. oes 

The first is a knowing and deliberate 
breaking of the law. The second type of 
guilt is the reaction of frustrated pride 
which allows people, circumstances, or 
the devil to unreasonably. burden us. 


The first form of guilt results from being 
more “wise” (with the wisdom of Eve) than 
innocent and the second form of guilt 
results from being more “innocent” (with 
the innocence of the Pharisee) than wise. 


JESUS FORGIVES the first form of guilt 
and heals the second type. 


The second type of guilt can be reduced 
to pride and ignorance. Being ignorant of 
the greatness of God and his love we tend

- Q: Why are there somany translations of 
the Bible, and which are the best? ; 


A: Before World War II Protestants 
generally used the King James’ Version 
(1611) and Catholics had the Douay 
translation (1609). The variety of new 
translations is due to several factors: more 
authentic* Greek texts, advanced 
knowledge in linguistics and the desire to 
meet the demands of a changing English 
language. : 

Since 1946 the six most widely used_ 
translations, each having its own purpose 
and philosophy, are the following in 
chronological order: 


The Revised Standard Version (RSV) 
appeared in 1946 and is basically a 
revision of the King James’ edition. It is 
quite “traditional” in that it does not 
attempt to be “modern” in its translation; : 
“it deliberately seeks to preserve all that is 
best in the English Bible as it has been 
known and used throughout the years.” 


The New English Bible (NEB) dates 


(December 16, Third Sunday of Advent; 
Zephaniah 3:14-18; Phillippians 4:4-7; 
Luke 3:10-18.) . 

With patient anticipation. That’s a 
strange combination of adjective and 
noun. One might well expect something 
like anxious anticipation, or eager 
anticipation. But to anticipate with 
patience does seem unusual. Yet, that is 


what the Gospel reading seems to be’ 


telling us this third Sunday of Advent. 


For the first Advent Sunday the theme of 
hope, an obvious one for the season, was 
- introduced. On the second Sunday we saw 
how the Baptist’s words of hope can be 
quite readily applied to our day. The Word 
of God is for all time; it is for us. On this 
third Sunday we learn how to handle that 
hope, namely, patiently. 


THE REASON why we suggest this 
qualification is found in John’s reply to 
those who asked him what they should do- 
to prepare for the coming One.

| am concerned here with a religious 
atmosphere watered down by a lack of 
faith that tells our young “try harder” inthe 
face of life’s problems long before it 
introduces them to Jesus as Savior, to the 
Father as. Abba, or to the Holy Spirit as 
Advocate. Even here | am not as interested 
in. the halfhearted as in the good and 
conscientious who. are driven by. “try 
harder” until they despair.

The New American Bible (1970) comes 
from the Catholic Biblical Association of 


should act in a normal manner in their 
dealings with others. He asks nothing 
beyond what the Law would require. The 
“normalness” fairly leaps out at the 
reader. Act kindly. Act justly. In a word, 
“Keep your cool as a faithful member of 
God’s people.” 


This is in marked contrast to the 
agitated state of the people themselves.

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Bible translations are a matter of preference | 


America and is aligned with the RSV 


insofar as “rhetorically ineffective words 
and phrases are retained in tnis 
translation in some form, even when it is 
clear that a Western contemporary writer 
would never have employed them.” 


The last of the “Big Six” is the New 
International Version (1973) prepared by 
a group of Protestant scholars. “Their first 
concern,” writes Daniel Harrington, SJ, 
“was the accuracy of the translation and 
its fidelity to the thought of the New 


Testament writers, though the translators . 


recognize that: faithful communication of 
the meaning of the original text demands 
frequent modification in sentence 
structure and constant regard for the 
contextual meanings of words.” 


Which translation is the best? Certainly 
all of them are good and reliable, so it’s a 
matter of the preference, needs and 
expectation of the individual reader. A 
distinction between the “Protestant” and 
“Catholic” Bible is really no longer valid. 
The only real difference is that the 
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Rejoice and wait with patient anticipation 


like that, could ask for that kind of 
commitment. 


JOHN KNEW, then, that this “mightier 
One” would ask more of the people. He 
felt, however, thatthe best he could do was 
to prepare them for that greater call by 
being true to their present call. “Do what is 
expected of you.” Thus will you patiently

That is why Paul can speak as he does in 
our second reading: “Rejoice in the Lord 
always! | say it again. Rejoice!” Can you 
possibly imagine John.the Baptist making 
that kind of proclamation? It shows that 
something definitive has occurred and 
that we have been affected by it. One ofthe 
major missions of the Church has been to

‘ARE JOHN’S TEMPERING remarks no 
longer viable then? Is there no more room 
for “patient anticipation’? Of course there 
is! For, despite our rejoicing and our 
alleluias, we still look forward to the Lord’s 
coming in glory. Or, to put it as Paul does in 
his letter to the Roman church, “Our 
salvation is closer than when we first 
accepted the faith” (13:11)..- . . 


This means that, while retaining our 
deeper commitment and our hope in the 
Lord’s coming, we do not act as though we 
knew “the day or the hour.” We don't go 
climbing mountains to await in 
suspenseful anticipation His coming. We 
don’t carry banners trumpeting the 
message, “The end is near!” Rather, with 
patient anticipation, we let the world know 
what it means to be a Christian here and 
now. 
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Famed Catholic preacher dies at age 84 


NEW YORK (NC)—Archbishop 
Fulton J. Sheen, who was the foremost 
Catholic preacher and one of the most 
powerful speakers of his time, died 
Dec. 9 at his home in New York City. 
He was 84. : 


The funeral Mass was to be 
celebrated at 2 p.m. (EST) Thursday, 
Dec. 13, at St. Patrick’s Cathedral in 
New York with burial following in St. 
Patrick’s Crypt. 


Archbishop Sheen rose to national 
prominence in the 1950s as host of a 
weekly television program, “Life is 
Worth Living,” which by 1956 was 
reaching 30 million people a week. 
His mail averaged from 8,000 to 
10,000 letters a day, with a high of 
30,000. 


THE SERIES, which at its height 
topped in popularity the “Milton Berle 
Show,” with which it competed for 
viewers, ended in 1957. 


Although it, was television that 
brought him to general prominence, 
he had been for years a major figure in 
academic circles. He was a prolific 
writer and lecturer, but he was 
primarily a controversialist who 


sought to confront errorandsubdueit . 


wherever it appeared. 


The early Sheen had much of the 
flavor of Chesterton. In fact, it could 
be said that he imitated the great 
English journalist’s devices. Chester- 
ton in turn praised the younger man’s 
work. : 


IN 1930, he showed his Chesterton- 
ian streak in an article entitled “A Plea 
for Intolerance,” which held that the 
United States was not plagued by 
bigotry so much as it was plagued by 
the “weird fungus of broadminded- 
ness.” 


’ “A bigoted man is one who refuses 
to accept a reason for anything; a 


‘broadminded man is one who will 


accept anything for a reason, 
providing it is not a good reason.” He 
maintained this stylistic device 
throughout his career. 


In 1969, at a Mass for peace in the 
National Shrine of the Immaculate 
Conception during the November 
meeting of the U.S. bishops, he said: 
“The cross without Christ is the 
concentration camp, the police state 
and slavery. Christ without the cross is 
effeminacy, degeneration, LSD and 
mysticism which settles for pharma- 
ceuticals instead of sacrifice.” 


TEACHING AT the Catholic 


University of American in Washington 
from 1926 to 1950, he rose from 
instructor in the philosophy of religion 
to associate and then full professor of 
philosophy. He also wrote books at the 
rate of two a year for much of this 
period and had more than 60books to 
his credit. 


But it was his skill as a speaker first 
on radio and then on television. that 
brought him national fame. 


When the National Council of 
Catholic Men decided to sponsor the 
Catholic Hour Sunday evening radio 
broadcasts in cooperation with NBC, 
Msgr. Sheen became the first regular 
speaker on the program. | 


THE PROGRAM, which began on a 
17-station network, was carried in 
1950 by 118 NBC affiliates and by 
short wave around the world to an 
average weekly listening- audience 
estimated at 4 million persons in the 
United States alone. Several million 
copies of Msgr. Sheen’s radio talks 
were distributed in printed form. 


In the fall of 1951, Bishop Sheen, 
who had been ordained a bishop the 
previous June in Rome, began his 
“Life is Worth Living” television series. 
By 1956, he was appearing on 123 


ABC-T¥ stations around the country. 
It was estimated that he reached 30 
million people a week. 


He also wrote a column entitled 
“God Love You” forthe Catholic press 
and one called “Bishop Sheen 
Speaks” for secular newspapers. 


OF MEDIUM HEIGHT and slender 
build, with wavy hair that was greying 
by the time his television career 
began, Bishop Sheen had a thin face 
and deep-set, penetrating eyes, the 
look and manner of an ascetic, and a 
rich, cultivated voice. His voice 
control, timing and sensitivity to an 
audience were equal to those of 


professional actors. 


At home in the fashionable area of 
Washington where he spent much of 
his life, he started his day with a 
private Mass at 7 a.m. and spent six to 
seven hours a day studying. 


“In six or seven minutes,” an 


‘associate said, “he can give you an 


excellent digest of a speech you have 
given him to read. Give him 15 
minutes and he can repeat the 
speech to you verbatim. Give him an 
hour and a half with an average size 
book, and he can give you a fairly

complete outline of its contents.” 


He allowed no interruptions, if they 
could be avoided, and-his only pastime 
was an occasional game of tennis. 


THE LIFE OF the man who reached 
millions began in the small town of El 
Paso, Ill., on May 8, 1895. He was one of 
four sons of Newton and Delia (Fulton) 
Sheen, both of Irish ancestry. Baptized 
Peter, he took the name of John at his 
confirmation and later adopted his 
mother’s maiden name as his first name. 


His father, a farmer, moved the family to 
Peoria while Peter (Fulton) was still an 
infant. There the boy attended St. Mary's 
School and Spalding Institute, a 
secondary school conducted by the 


Brothers of the Christian Schools. - 
He then went to St. Viator’s College in 
Bourbonnais, Ill., where he was on the

OBTAINING BACHELOR'S degrees in 
theology and canon law at the Catholic 
University of America in 1920, he went to 
the University of Louvain, Belgium, where 
he was awarded a Ph.D. in 1923: He also 
attended the Sorbonne in Paris and the 
Angelicum University in Rome, where he 
took a doctorate’in theology in 1924. 


His dissertation at Louvain, later 
expanded into a book, won the Cardinal 
Mercier Prize for philosophy and praise 
from Chesterton. 


After a year of preaching and teaching in 
England, he returned to the United States 
in 1926 and served as assistant pastor ofa 
Peoria parish. Eight months later, Bishop 
E.M. Dunn. of Peoria said he had been 
testing the young priest to see whether his 
success had gone to his head. 


“l! WANTED TO see if you were 
obedient,” the bishop said. “You have 
been a good boy. So run along and teach 
now.” And Father Sheen went off to 
Catholic University. 


Among the famous people in whose 
conversion to Catholicism he played a key 
role were violinist Fritz Kreisler; author, 
congresswoman and later ambassador to 
Italy Clare Boothe Luce; American 
Newspaper Guild founder Heywood 
Broun; entertainer-night club owner Ada 
Smith DuConger— better -known as 
Bricktop; and former communist agents 
Louis Budenz (originally a Catholic) and 
Elizabeth Bentley, among others: 


The Budenz return was particularly 
spectacular, as Budenz’ name was still 
listed on the, Daily Worker masthead as! 
managing editor the day he renounced 
communism. Budenz had even written a 


series in 1936 for the communist daily 


attacking Sheen. 


KREISLER MET SHEEN one evening 
when Sheen was leaving the apartment of 


_ a friend whose wife had just died. The 
_ friend pointed to Kfeisler's door and told — 


the bishop the great violinist was his 
neighbor. Sheen knocked at the door, 
introduced himself, and was invited into 
the house, where he asked, “Would you 
like to take instructions?” Shortly 
thereafter, Kreisler and his wife were 
received into the Catholic Church. 


The bishop did not only spread the faith 
among the famous. in 1950 he was named 
national director of the Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith, the church's 
principal mission organization, a post 
which he held until 1966. 

At that point, Bishop Sheen’s career 
took .a remarkable turn. The radio and 
television personality was transformed 
abruptly into the bishop of Rochester, N.Y. 


IN HIS APOSTOLIC letter appointing 
Bishop Sheen to the See, Pope Paul VI 


said: “Everything that you have so . 


tirelessly accomplished in the past, by 
deed and by the spoken word, to feed 
Christ's flock has won for you universal 
acclaim. We now nourish the fond hope 
that in the future you will vigorously 
undertake even greater things.” 


His greeting in Rochester was 
considerably different from that normally

He told millions ‘Life is Worth Living’ 


ON TELEVISION—Archbishop Sheen 
was known to millions in the 1950s 
because of his weekly television series, 
“Life Is Worth Living.” Here he is shown 


A crowd of 
3,000 awaited his arrival at the airport and 
thousands lined the streets from the 
airport to the downtown area and cheered. 


The bishop responded warmly, saying 
that while he had been responsible, as 
head of the Society for the Propagation of 
the Faith, for 800 dioceses, he was pleased 
to be given only one in his new post. “I have 
an ardent desire,” he said, “to spend 
myself and to be spent, to get my arms 
around Rochester.” 


BUT THE BISHOP did not concern 
himself with local matters only. In July 
1967 he called for an end to the Vietnam 
War, asking President Lyndon Johnson to 
announce, “In the name of God, who bade 
us love our neighbor with our whole heart 
and soul and mind, for the sake of 
reconciliation | shall withdraw our forces 
immediately from southern Vietnam.” 


Less than a year later, Bishop Sheen 
became involved in an incident which 
damaged his standing inthe eyes of many: 
he gave a parish to the U.S. government, 
then four days later, after a storm of 
protests, took back the gift. 


The bishop announced that he was 
giving away the parish on Ash Wednesday, 
and specified only that the proceeds go to 
the poor. But the parish pastor 
immediately opposed the move, saying,

“There is enough property around without 
taking the church and school.” 


. PROTESTS FOLLOWED from parishion- 
ers and priests of the diocese. Bishop 
Sheen backed down. 


Though he was a friend of the famous, 
Bishop Sheen throughout his career 
showed concern for the poor. He spoke 
about the division between the rich 
northern hemisphere and the impover- 
ished southern hemisphere long before 
the concept became current in 
geopolitical discourse. 


In the Rochester Diocese, he issued 
church building guidelines which 
specified that the rectory must not exceed 
in cost that of the average house in the 
parish and that the church building 
should have facilities not only for the 
divine service but also for human service. 


BISHOP SHEEN backed’ “Humanae 
Vitae,” the 1968 encyclical in which Pope 
Paul VI reaffirmed the church’s opposition 
to artificial birth control. In a statement 
published in the Rochester diocesan 
newspaper he likened birth -control to 
violence, which he described as a 
dominant. idea in the modern world. 
“Violence,” he said, “is the laying of hands 
on life, either to maim it, to destroy it, orto 
annul it.” 


In. 1969, Bishop Sheen ordained the 
first permanent deacon in the United 
States, a former Anglican priest who was 
married and the father of four children. 


In October of that year, Bishop Sheen, 
then 74, resigned as bishop of Rochester 
and was given a titular See with the 
personal title of archbishop. 


THOUGH HE thereafter held no official 
position, Sheen continued to preach and 
to make television appearances and never 
lost his touch. His wit continued to 
sparkle; his sense of the dramatic 
inflection or gesture never faded. 


In 1973, he told the Thomas More 
Lawyers’ Guild, an association of Catholic 
lawyers, that it was more difficult to be 
good then than 20 years ago. Today, 
Christians must stand up and be counted, 
he said, adding, “It is very easy to flow with 
the current. Dead bodies flow down- 
stream. It takes live people to resist the 
current.” 


Addressing the Western North Carolina 
Methodist. Conference in 1974, he 
deplored the loss of the sense of sin. “It 
used to be that the Catholics were the only 
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ones to believe in the Immaculate 
Conception,” he said. “Now everyone 
believes he is the immaculately 
conceived.” 

IN JULY 1977, the archbishop, then 82, 
underwent open heart surgery and by 
November was called fully recovered by 
the chief surgeon of the operating team. 


‘His public appearances became less 
frequent, but did not stop. In January 
1979, speaking at the 27th annual 
National Prayer Breakfast in Washington, 
he began by saying: “Mr. President, Mrs. 
Carter, my fellow-sinners.” 


In his talk, he said people didn’t talk © 


much about sin any more. “The rabbis and 
priests and ministers stopped talking 
about sin. The jurists picked it up and 
turned it into a crime, and _ finally 
psychiatrists converted it into a complex. 
The result is that no one is a sinner.” 
ARCHBISHOP SHEEN had a seat of 
honor and received a personal greeting 
and embrace from Pope John Paul Il when 


he visited St. Patrick’s Cathedral’in New . 


York on his October visit.

In an introduction written for a book 
about the pope’s journey, Archbishop 
Sheen wrote, “John Paul II, once he got 
into the world, never stopped moving into 
it—flying, walking, motoring.”

If using extension cords for 
outdoor lighting, be sure to use 
outdoor extension-cords. In- 
doors, be sure to use heavy- 
duty extension cords for your 
holiday lighting needs.

Then 
it is easy to let impatience dictate the way 
we act and speak.

SHOP AROUND 


Pope says trip marks new 
stage in Orthodox dialogue 


VATICAN CITY (NC)— 
His recent trip to Turkey 
marked the beginning of “a 
new stage in the ecumeni- 
cal dialogue between 
churches of the East and 
the West,” Pope John Paul II 
said Dec. 5 at his weekly 
general audience. 


The talk was another 
departure from the pope’s 
series of addresses on 
marriage and family life, 
which began Sept. 5. It was 
the first general audience 
since his Nov. 28-30 
“ecumenical pilgrimage” to 
three Turkish cities. 

POPE JOHN PAUL said 
he considered his meeting 
with Orthodox- Ecumenical 
Patriarch Dimitrios | in 
Istanbul to have been “the 
fruit of a special action of 
the spirit of Christ, the spirit 
of unity and the spirit of 
love.” 


The pope recalled the 
“fraternal bond of nature 


and of faith’ between the 
brothers Peter, first pope of 
the Roman Catholic Church, 
and Andrew, patron of the 
Orthodox Church. 


He said that link had 
“from the beginning of my 
ministry as successor of 


Peter, kindled a profound *: 
desire within me to visit the — 


patriarch of Constantino- 
ple, who is linked in a 
special way with Andrew.” 


‘HE CALLED his meeting 
with the patriarch “the most 
important event of my 
journey... especially when 
we took part in common 
prayer, through reciprocal 
assistance at the eucharis- 
tic liturgy, even though we 
were not able to share 
Communion.” 


Pope John Paul said the 
Catholic-Orthodox conver- 
sations directed toward 
unity will be characterized 
by ‘mutual 
dialogue in truth.”

As the boycott grew, Nestlé officials acted to try to 
stop it. The company sent spokespersons 
throughout the United States to meet with 
representatives of the National Council of Churches, 
ICCR, INFACT, the United Presbyterian Church, 
Clergy and Laity Concerned, La Leche League, the 
Ford Foundation, medical professionals and many 
others. 


IN FEBRUARY 1978, Nestlé officials met in 
Chicago with the INFACT Midwest Policy Council. 


Nestlé called the boycott “an irrational action,” but 
INFACT said the boycott would continue to grow until 
Nestlé made substantial marketing policy changes. 


The Sisters of the Precious Blood, meanwhile, had 
first sought to appeal Judge Pollack’s dismissal of 
their suit against Bristol-Myers, and then agreed to 
negotiate with the company for an out-of-court 
settlement. gt 


AFTER SEVERAL months of negotiations, Bristol- 
Myers agreed to send a report to its stockholders that 
would include the Third World evidence gathered by 
the Sisters of the Precious Blood. 


Bristol-Myers also agreed to halt the use of all 
consumer-oriented advertising and to withdraw its 
“milk nurses from Jamaica. d 


In return, the sisters agreed to withdraw their 
appeal of Judge Pollack’s decision. 


WHILE THAT was happening, the Nestlé boycott 
continued to spread. Groups across the country 
organized demonstrations, leafletting, letter-writing, 
fasts and other public events to increase pressureon 
the infant formula companies. 


On May 23, 1978, the U.S. Senate Subcommittee 
on Health and Scientific Research, chaired by Sen. 
Edward Kennedy, heard testimony from Third World 
health professionals, church representatives, 
international medical and marketing authorities and 
industry officials. 


Kennedy asked, “Can a product which requires 
clean water, good sanitation, adequate . family 
income and a literate parent to follow printed

“WHEN ECONOMIC incentives are in conflict with 
public health requirements,” the senator continued, 
“how shall that conflict be resolved? Is it enough to 
establish a code for product use and disown or turn 
away from the realities of product use?” . 


The day after the Senate hearing, the 31st World 
Health Assembly overwhelmingly passed a 
resolution recognizing breast-feeding as “the safest 
and most appropriate way to feed infants” during the 
tirst months of life. 


_ The assembly gave high priority to breast-feeding 
promotion programs and regulation of “inappropri- 
ate sales promotion of infant foods.” 


IN SEPTEMBER 1978, acting on a request from 
Kennedy, the WHO announced that it would sponsor 
a conference on infant formula promotion, 
marketing and use. 


Nutrition experts, Third World Officials, industry 
representatives and industry critics were invited to 
attend. The conference, co-sponsored by UNICEF, 
was held in Geneva, Switzerland, on Oct. 9-12, 1979. 


More than 140:representatives of the various 
factions agreed-on a series of recommendations, 
including a ban on all promotional advertising of 
infant formulas to the public. 


DAVID GUERRANT, president of Nestlé operations 
in the United States, said the company would abide 
by the recommendations of the conference. . 


Douglas Johnson, INFACT’s national chairman 
and a delegate at the conference, said, however, 
“Company promises are no longer. sufficient.” He 
stated the Nestlé boycott must continue until the 
formula companies make direct and enforceable 
commitments to halt all formula promotion. 

And so, the boycott continues. 

The San Diego INFACT chapter has a 30-minute 
film, “Bottle Babies,” that details the infant formula 
issue.
